2. The Common-Law { this D. D. calls, p. 51. ) longand granted Uſe in 
the whole Land ; but then if they plead for their Eccleſiaſtical Courts accord- 
ing to ancient uſe and cuſtome, they muſt keep them in Places, Times, and 
by ſuch Laws and Judges, as were of the ancient uſe and cuſtom. 

3- The Common-Law of Exgland is ancienter than our Chriſtianity ; but 
Biſhops, as now in Exg/and, much leſs Archbiſhops, { for Auſtin the Monk 
( ſent hither by the Pope ) was the firſt Archbiſhop ) and much leſs Archdea- 
cons, are the Inventions of men, and the favour of King's at firſt, of Popiſh 


Kings ; for before _ the Monk, Eng/and had neither 
Archbiſhops after the manner they are now, therefore neither they nor their 


Courts ( as now kept ) have any foundation in Common-law. 

4. By his own ſbewing, that Edict of William the a nvggi enjoyns that no 
Biſhop nor Archdeacon hold Pleas any longer in Hunaver, nor bring any Ec- 
cleſiaſtical cauſe to the Judgmeat of Secular men ; Therefore William the 
Conquerour ( the Popes Champion ) brought with him this new diſtinQion 
of Clergy and Layty, and Eccleſiaſtical Judges and Secular Judges ; for it ſeems 
Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes (as well as Secular) were brought in the Hundret Court 
to the Tudgment of Secular men, not Ecclefiaſtical men. J-- 

. The ſaid Proclamation ordains every man to do right to God and the 
Biſhop, not according to the Hundred, but according to the Canons and 


Epiſcopal Laws. 
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Which anſwers the greateſt Streſs of the D. D. Anſwer, The Conque- 
rour with the Pope brought in the Canons and Epiſcopal Laws, and when 
the Pope's head was cut off and his Supremacy taken away, vaniſh alſo 
did his Canons and Epiſcopal Laws. 

And the Popiſh King and Parliament in Hex. 8. time knew it as well, 
and therefore when they had made the King Head of the Church, as well as 
State ( a fatal diftin#ion of Church and State, and often makes a Kingdom 
divided againſt its ſelf) cutting oft all Appeals to Rome, 24 H. 12. (in the 
very next year ). they found a neceſſity to abrogate all Popiſh Canons that 
were contrariant to the Kings Prerogative, and the Laws and Statutes of 
mw Realm, but ſuch as were not ſo contrariant and repugnant to remain 
in force. 

And to that purpoſe there was to be a Book of ſuch Canons compiled by 
thirty two Commiſhoners, party per pale,one moyety Clergy and the other Lay; 
but they did nothing, and ſo that project in the Statute came to nothing ; 
And for my part, in the Knowledge I have in the ancient Councils and Ca- 
non's, ( in the making whereof the Pope had the great hand )) they might 
as well ſeek a needle in a bottle of Hay, as ſeek for Canons ( amongſt the old 
ones ) ſuitable to the xew face of our Church when it had loſt its o/4 wonted 
head, that had Authorized and Father'd the Exg/iſh Church and all Eccle- 
fiaſtical Juriſdiftion from Milliam the Conquerowr, till 24 Henry 8. which 
was 467 long years, and during the weary Reigns of twenty Kings together ; 
who were ſo tyred with the Pope's Infolence, that ſome of them (as King 
John ) meditated rather to turn Twrk, than undergo the Infamy as well as 
Tyranny and Cruelty, in being / all his Reign ) ſo ſhamefully Prieft-rid- 
den ; complaining and bemoaning himlelf, that after he gy gn himſelf 
and _— to the Pope of Rome, nothing proſper'd that undertook 
ever after. 

Therefore hard is the fate of rhat Man, much more of that Kjno and King- 
dom, that are under the Tyranny of theſe Bigors— How do they wreſt the 
holy Scriptures to ſwrrog ate their prepoſterous Hierarchy, as did the ſaid P op- 
ham Archbiſhop, in his faid Letter to the King, (Eav. 1.) aforementioned, 
quoting—Mat. 1 6. 19. W. hatſoe're thou ſbalt bind on earth ſhall be bound in 
Heaven : and threatning the King with death—— from Deut. 17. 12. And 
the man that ſhall do preſumptuouſly,and will not hearken unto the Prieſt(that ſtand- 
eth to miniſter there before the Lord thy God ) or unto the Judge, even that 
man ſhall dye. 

<4 /' threatens the King with Dewz. 17. 18, 19, 20. and with Lok. 
10. 16. He that heareth you, heareth me, and he that deſpiſeth you, asſpiſeth 
me ; And he that deſpiſeth me,deſpiſeth him that ſent me : which (ſaith the Arch- 
biſhop) St. Dyoniſius expounds——lerarchis in his que agant Terarchice, obedien- 
dum eſt, ficut a Dev motis——To the Hierarchy or Prelates in what they a&t as 
Prelates, we ought to obey them, as thoſe that are influenc't by God himſelf. 

Then he quotes Dexr. 17. 8, 9, 10, 11. and Heb. 4. and Mar. 17. 5. Mar. 
28. 20. Aﬀts 3. 22. Mat. 18. 19, 20. Mat. 18. 17. Mat. 10. 20. as Imper- 
tinent as tedious to inſiſt upon, concluding his Letter in a menacing way, 
—from Lambeth, November, Anno Dommi 1281. and the third year of his 
Tranſlation. , 

Inftancing alſo { for his Platform and imitation in this his contumacy ) 
the example of Thomas Becker, and Boniface, his Predeceſſors, as fierce 
and Seditious as himlelf. 

But wiſe King Edv. 1. like his Grandfather Hey. 2. and his Father Hes. 3. 
would not ſo eaſily part with the Reins of Government ; for he diſanulled 
(not only the Rading-Canons as aforeſaid, but alſo the LambethCanons, Anno

Which ſo frighted the Pope, that he was glad to knock under and yield to the 
time ; ( foreſeeing a Storm approaching ) he very wiſely made fair weather on't, |

8. if 
Pope Innocent had been as ſtitf and inflexible as was Pope Clement to Hen. 8. | 
that all along, thoſe ( that pleaſe to obſerve our Statutes, Hiſtories and 
Chronicles, they ) will find, that ever ſince our Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdition was 
brought from France and Rome by William the Conqueronr, ſometimes the Church- 
men and ( their head) the Pope had the weather-gage, and ſometimes the Kjnzs, 
as they hapned to be ſome more prudent, ſome more weak, ſome more potent, and 
ſome in greater ſtraits than other ; of which lait condition, namely, when our 
ings affairs were in a Peck of troubles and diſtreſles, the Pope and his Janizaries 
( the Popiſh Prelates, ) alwaies wrought upon their neceſſities, and ( moſt un- 
manly ) would zever give them far quarter, when they had them down ; None 
ſo cruel as Women and cowardly Gownmen when they get men at advantage : 
many Inſtances whereof you may ſee in the reigns of King Johz,the King Henrjes, 
and the King Edwards, &c. 

So that—xow Canon-Law, zow Statute-Law—xow the Church, and zow the 
State, ow the Lord Arch-biſhops and Lord Biſhops, and zow the Lords tempo- 
ral and the Common's had the «pper-hand : but the Biſhops carryed it for the moſt 

and alwaies at long run, whileſt they had the Pope or the High-Commiſ. 
fion on their ſide ; And ( even ſince ) they have loſt thoſe :mo main Pillars, I 
do not ſee but it may be (yet) in great meaſure true, what the Learned Spe/mar 
fayes was Currant (of Old) even to a Proverb, Os Sacerdotis Oraculum efſet 
Pl-bis ; Os Epiſcopi Oraculum Regis c> Reipublice ; Both King, People and Com- 
mon-wealth zook all for _ that the Biſhops and Prieſts {aid and perſwaded. 

And therefore no wonder at what Mr. Archdeacon ayes, p. 49. That our great 
Church-men had no ſmall hand in making all our Laws, borh Ecclefiaftical and 
Civil ; and made bold to fit upon the Benches with the Judges, in the Kings 
Palace and Court, in the Councel and Parliament ; In the County, with the 
Earl and Juſtices of the County, in the Sheriffs County-Court with the Sheriff, 
and in the Hundred-Courts with the Lords of the Hundred. 

All true to a Tittle ; why, who durſt take them by the Lawn-{leeves and ask 
them what they had to do there ? They had as good have taken a Bear by the 
Tooth, the ſtouteſt Lay-man of them all. 

Beſides, a Scholar was a rare Bird in thoſe daies ; Ignorance is the Mother of 
Popiſh Devotion ; and therefore neither Lords, nor Parhament-men, nor Judges, 
had any more Learning than needs muſt, no, nor kill in Laws. 

So that the Clergy did all ; who ſway'd the Kings Councels but they ? who were 
Lord Chancellors,Lord Treaſurers, Lord Chief Barons, Lord Chiet Juftices, Ma- - 
fer's of the Rolls, but they ? 

Was not Nigel! Biſhop of E/; (in H. 1. time) Lord Treaſurer, and wor:derful 
Skilful in the Laws and Court of the Exchequer ? Was not Martin de Patiſbal 
Clerk and Dean of Paul's made Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kzngs-bench (in H.3.time)

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; | Þrach, becauſe of his skill in Law? So alſo was William de Raleigh Clerk,made one of the Judges of the

0 And therefore, ( Mr. Archdeacon, ) it is no great Credit to you ( nor for your Juriſdicti- 
| on Eccleſiaſtical) to quote all the 12 Judges and their Sublcriptions, tro vouch your Citations 
in your own Name, and not in the Name and Stile of the King, becauſe that Opinion was ſub- 
{cribed by 12 Judges, —

12 Judges ( very legally) in the conſtruction of the Statute of Edw. 6. 2. Alas! good men, 
to fay otherwiſe, it was as much as their places were worth, ( belides the Terrour of the 
| Star-chamber, and High-Commiſſion-Court, and indeed every Spiritual Court, which were then 
=. as horrible as the Spaniſh Inquiſition, and 1o much the more cruel that by the Oath ex Officio 4 
| man was bound to accuſe himſelf, which is zoe required by the Inquiſition of Spain. 
" And therefore ſome have oblerved, that when the ſevere part of the Law, as in Sentences, 
F Fines, &c. has been put to the Vote in the Srar-chamber and other Courts againſt Offenders, 
| the Clergy-Men there, ( who ſhould have been Exemplary in Mercy and Charity, avd not 
for ſummum Fus,) were alwayes more rigid and fierce than the Laity. 

As for Inſtance, when Mr. Chambers, 5 Carol. 1. faid ( and only privately to the Privy 
Councel, call'd thither to anſwer for not paying Cuſtoms, ) That che Merchants in England 
| were more wrung and ſcrewed than in foreign parts. And what ifit had been true ? why may 
| not our Laws ſcrew them, and enact bigger Cuſtoms and Exciſe, ( as of Wines, &c. .we 

do ;) where's the great miſchief ? Why ; for this he was to be fined in the Srar-chamber, (for 

the words are not other where aCtionable :) And the Chancellouy of the Exchequer he was for 
| fining him (for thoſe words) 5ool. ſoalſo voted the two Lord Chief Juſtices : Ay, but when 
it came to the Biſhops ——DoQtor Neal Biſhop of Wincheſter ——cryes— 3000 !. then alſo 
Doctor Laxd Biſhop of London 3000 /. Atlaſt the buſineſs was adjuſted, and the Fine 
ſettled ——2000 /. 1 
Therefore, ( Mr. Archdeacon ) do not vapour and tell us of the opinion of the Fudges when 
High-Commiſſion-Court and Star-chamber were up ; do not we know, who penn'd the Procla- 
| mation's ; and who did the buſineſs,and every man's buſineſs that durſt ſtand in his way ? 
| You may as well ſay, That Atrurny General Noy was a great Lawyer ; who doubts it ? 
| does it therefore follow that Ship-money ( his Invention ) was Legal ? Anno Domini 1632. 
| And the Judgment of a whole Houſe of Commons might ſurely ſtand in Competition with 
the opinion of a ſingle Archdeacon, though he had ſome of _—_ on his ſide; although 
; it was that Houle of Commons in 1640. for not one in Ten of them were Rumpers.

and the reaſon is already given in the former Chapter, at large; ſo that leſs ſhall 
need to be ſaid to this Chapter, or indeed to the remaining part of his mighty

And truly, that King Herry 8. had ſo zh to do to keepand ſecure his new ac- 
queſts ( the Abby-Lands, Monaſtries, &+c. ) and to Counterplot the Pope 
and his Emiſlaries; and on the other ſide, the Engliſh Biſhops were ſo conſterna- 
ted (at the ſudden and total downfal of their Brethren and Siſters ( the F ryers, 
Abbots and Nuns ) that they were in a bodily fear, leſt that King ( thus fleſh' 
finding the (ſweetneſs of the Booty, ſhould hunt after more Church-Lands : And 
therefore Mr. Archdeacon needed not ask the Queſtion, Was that watchful Prince 
afiep e no, ( ſurely ) nor yet the watchful Biſhops (I fear) did not fleepvery 

wietly, but were always troubled in their ſleep, crying out, ——oh—— hi 
at Mannor is upon the go And theſe brave Walks, Houſes and Orchards are

And as dreams ſometimes prove unluckily true, ſodid theſe dreams; for ſoon 
after was ( firſt ) exchanged with the two Archbiſhops by the Satute of 37. 
Henry 8. 16. Sixty-nine fat and ſtately Mannors (named in the aid Statute) 
at one time from the Archbiſhop of Tork, and alſo a great many brave Country- 
houſes , and rich Mannors from the Arehbiſhop of Canterbury, and from 
Edmond Biſhop of London 5 which See was particularly named in the Sta- 
rute. 

But ſome may ſay, that the Abby-Lands which the King gave in exchange, 
were not comparable in value to the faid Archbiſhops Lands and Mar- 


nors. 
Who can help that ? if they did not like thoſe Abby-Lands (1 ſuppoſe ) they 
might have let them alone. 


F Thus 
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Thus the King having been buſted in the 24th year of his Reign, with cut- 
ting off the Roman Head, and all appeals to Rome, then troubled with his Abby- 
Lands, beginning with the lefler Monaſtries, 27 Henry 8. 28. thoſe digeſted, then 
the great Monaſtries and Nunneries, 31. Herry 8. 13. then the next year the 
brave Houſes, Lands and Revenues of the Templers, called the Knights of the 


- Rhodes, and of St. John of Jeruſalem ; 32. Henry 8. 24. then the Free-Chan- 


tries, Hoſpitals, &c. in 37. Henry 8. 4. and in this his /aſt year, that ſad 
exchange with the Archbiſhops, and Biſhop of London, 37. Henry 
8. 16. 

I do not ſee any cauſe, Mr. Archdeacon, why any fleſh alive ſhould ſay, that 
either the King or the Biſhops were aſjcep for Thirteen years together, in which 
time every one had work enough to be watchful. 

The beſt on't is, that the war thinks he can anſwer all Mr. Hickeringil's Ar- 
guments (in the Naked Truth ) with a Story which he tells, p. 14. and fofilly 
and ſo little quadrating with the queſtion in controverlie, that it is not worth 
the anſwering, nor his obſervation thereon namely, that though the 
Lords ( of the Mannors ) were changed, yet the Cuſtoms, and Courts, and Offi- 
cers were not changed. 

No, were not the Cuſtoms, Courts nor Officers'changed 2? God forbid, for 
then it muſt ſtill be a Cuſtom, that neither the Biſhop nor the Archdeacon may 
lawfully Marry : it will (till be a Cuſtom to excommunicate ( as it was of old ) 
all that did not pay the Pope the firſt fruits, and tenths, if the Cuſtoms be not 
changed; and a thouſand ſuch exceptions could I make, if it were not below 
me to take notice of all his idle and impertinent Whimſies and Stories, obvious 
enough to every learned and ingenuous Reader, without my remark or aſteriſque 
to expole it. 

Nor does any body deny, but that King H. 8. willing to have a Divorcefrom 
Queen Katharine, from Rome, and mot able to obtain the ſame, got it at home; 
the ſaid Statute of Appeals cutting off all Appeals to Rome, and enabling the 
Kings Courts, Spiritual and Temporal, to determine the fame, & Any Forrein 
&* Inhibitions, Appeals, Sentences, Summons, &c. from the See of Rome, &cc. 
«to the Let or Impediment in any wiſc, notwithitanding. 24. Henry 8. 12, 


Whence note, 
1. The delign of the Statute is to cut off Appeals to Rome , this Realm 


of England being an Empire of it felf, governed by one Supreme Head. 

2. Therefore no need of ſuch Appeals, when they may be with leſs trouble 
ended here within the Kings Juriſdiction , 1n Courts Spiritual and Tem- 

ral.

that their Juriſdiftion and Liberties Eccleſiaſtical, were taken away, and defired 
their reſtauration ; and ſurely they better underſtood their Ecclefiaſtical Juriſdi- 
tion in thoſe days, than this Archdeacon can poſſibly at this diſtance, in theſe 
days. 

Lafth, The Temporal as well as Spiritual Courts are enabled by 24. Henry 
?. 12. to determine the controverſies in this Realm, without Appeals, and 
yet none of them take upon them to Sit without the Kings ſpecial Commiſſi- 
on and Authority, except petty-Hundred-Courts, &c. which are Common-Law- 
Courts; but ſo are not the Eccleſiaſtical ( at beſt) further than Eccleſiaſtical 
matters may ſtill by the Common Law be tryed before the Lord of the Hundred, 
or his Steward and the Freeholders ; and the Biſhop alſo and Archdeacon may 
be ſuffered to come into the Room; but whether _ may come in without 
knocking, or muſt fit or (ſtand, be covered or uncovered, when they come there, 
by the Common Law, (it ſeems) it is not by (our D. D.) the great CommonLawyer 
as yet determined. 

And therefore it is much better for the Archdeacon, at leaſt much more pro- 
per ſor him, to leave theſe doubtful matters (as whether 1 Edwards. 2. be now 
in force, and how far, and to what Commiſhoners the 12 Car. 2. 12. does ex- 
tend ( wherein the Author of the Naked Truth would not peremptorily 
aſſert any thing ) to the deciſion of a Parliament, or wiſer heads than' his 
Own. 

Then in Chap. 3. Se@. 2.theD.D. tells of another Statute, 31 Hemry 8. 3. and 
cites the words, but moſt egregioully falſe; there is not one ſuch clauſe in 31x H. 
8. 3. But if there were, as perhaps (I will not deny) ſomething to that pur- 
poſe in another Statute, that Archbiſhops, Biſhops, ec. may wear the Tokens, 
and Enſigns, and Ceremonies of their Order z and whillt they do nothing but 
what to their Office and Order docs appertain, no body will trouble themfelves 
about them. 

And more falſe alſo is what he would make 25 Herry8. 19. ſpeak, as though 
by that Statute the Convocation hath power reſerved (by the fame A&) of 
making mew Canons, provided the Convocation be called by the Kings Writ, and 
have the Royal aflent and Licenſe to make, promulgate, and execute ſuch Ca- 
nons. 

If this be true, I do not know but the Lambeth-Canons ( exploded and con- 
demned by Ad of Parliament) and thoſe of King James, are all Statute- Law; © 
for the Convocation ( that made them) were called by the K:ngs Writ, and 
they were confirmed alſo by the Royal aſſent 

In a matter of this conſequence, let us turn tothe Statute, and truſt our Arch- 
deacon henceforward no further than our own knowledg.

Falſe 
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Falſe alſo, moſt impudently falſe, is his next quotation of a Statute 37. Her) 
8. 16. But if he mean 37 Henry 8, 17. (till it is falſe, either through Impru- 
dence, or unparellel'd Impudence 3 for there is not one word to the matter in 
queſtion, but the whole Statute is only a Licenſe to Marry, a Licenſe for civil 
Lawyers to Marry ; and that —_ they be Marryed, yet that ſhall not make 
them uncapable of bgzng Commiſlaries, Chancellors, or Vicar-generals, or Offi- 
cjalsz but does not create or conſtitute any Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, or Courts 
to put them 1n. 

Indeed, the ſaid 37 Henry8. 17. is a clear and evident explanation of the 
25 Henry 8. 18. that thereby the King and Parliament did look upon all Ec- 


 clefiaſtical Canons, Ordinances and Conſtitutions, formerly made, to be null, 


and void, and repealed, and of no effe&t by the ſaid 25 Henry 8. 18. ſaying, 
that the Biſhop of Rome and his adherents, minding utterly as much as in him lay 
to aboliſh, obſcure and delete ſuch power ou by God to the Princes of the earth, 
whereby they might gather, and get to themſelves the government and rule of the 
world, have in their Councils, and Synods Provincial made divers Ordinances 
and Conſtitutions And albeit the ſaid Decrees, Ordinances and C onſlitutions 
by a Statute made 25 Henry 8. bentterly aboliſhed, fruſtrate and 


x. By this it is evident, that as the King, Pope and Biſhops had all work e- 
nough to look to themſelves, and that King Herry, and his Parliament, and Bi- 
ſhops, were ſtill Popiſh; ſo if the Spiritual Courts had ..* gnome gy yet they 
had none but by way of Parentheſis in the faid Statute of Appeals.
